WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (ff)— Prcajdcnt Truman told congrcsa today that for greater 
prosperity America needs lower prices and labor ought not to press wage demands which 
will keep them from dropping. Heytent the legislators a messnge in which he also said that 
for the nation's economic health they should (A) continue 
taxes at present wartime levels, (B) extend rent controls, 
(C) increnso social security benefits, (D) boost minimum 
wages, (E) extend the wage-hour law to new groups, (F) 
start a long-range housing program and (G) enact new labor 
laws. J 

Mr. Truman's message was his first economic report under 
the employment act of lOAG. That law requires that ho and 
his economic aflviaers send congress a report early in each 
year on prospective business and employment conditions in 
the following 12 months. 

The main points he emphatiized to the Republican-held, 
economy-minded congress were these; 

The country should produce 5 per cent more goods this 
year than last amJ keep "employment at its record-breaking 
level. 

But the purchnsintf pow 
of the people may not sup- 
port those goals unless wage 
and price adjustments are 
quickly made. 

A major approach "must bo 
through reduced prices."

The longer the Journey, the greater likeli- 
hood ihere Is of accidents. That holds 
true in politics as It does In motoring 'or 
airplane riding. So U Is a perilous journey 
of 18 months' duration that will take Harold 
E. Stassen to the summer of 194B, when 
hopes to obtain the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

In announclnf! his candidacy so early, Mr. 
Stas.scn hns defied practical considerations 
■' as well as tradition. In fact, the tradition 
Is probably the outgrowth of practicality. 
It Is almost axiomatic that smart politicians 
don't do what the former Minnesota goV' 
cmor haa done Even Mr. Roosevelt held 
back the announcement of his third and 
fourth term candidacies almost till the last 
minute, and thus injected a measure 
suspense Into a foregone conclusion. 

The reasons for this arc obvious. There 
are many chances to stumble over a. long 
course. A candidate must commit himself 
definitely on too many things. And he al 
ways runs the risk of the voters losing In 
terest In him. 
I Further, Mr. Stassen confront* hazards 
) 'peculiar to his own case. Flrat of all, there 
lo hiB chief objective of 1947— the Job of 
trying to persuade Republican leaders ... 
congress to follow a legislative program that 
he hu already outlined. 

Kothing In that program Is brand new. 
It embraces a number of bipartisan views 
" which form a legislative basis conforming 
, to Mr. Sttsaen's definition of liberalism. Some 
• ol hU viowa are certain of majority suppoft 
In the nev Republican congress. Others mil 
probably be opposed. But in the unlikely 
event that his whole program Is adopted, 
could and would he try to take credit for It? 
And, it BO, how would his own party In con 
gresB react? 

At present Mr. Stassen seems to have 
good' deal of popular support. He does not, 
I however, hold public office. He has not tested 
j hlmsBlf aince 1943, whin he was reelected 
governor. Mlnnesbta elected Stassen-sup' 
! ported i^en as senator ^nd governor last fall, 
but that la not the same thing. Furthermore, 
there la little Indication that the Mlnncsotan 
has greafe financial backing to offer In place 
of a guaranteed bloc of votes. 

As we aald above, smart politicians don' 
do what Mr. Staasen haa done. ButMr. Stas' 
sen has proved himself a knowing polltlclon 
— dn- the past. Why, then, has he talcen this 
unconyentlonal atv? The apparent reason Is 
that he I2 as determined as was Wendell 
Wlllkle that old guord conservotism has no 
place In present-day America. Politically 
wiser than Mr. Wlllkle, he seelns to be mak- 
ing an early and direct bid for that same, 
popular support that carried his liberal 
predeceaaor to the top of the Republican 
party. 

But first he must hurdle some formidable 
opposition within that party, it U almost 
cerUln that Mr. Stassen would have a harder 
time getting nominated than elected.* It Is 
already apparent that, in the 1948 convention, 
he will have to match his political achieve- 

-. ments, war record and distinguished public 
service withHhe more recent and equally dls- 

■ tlngulshed public service of Senator Vanden- 
berg, the Impressive election victory of Qov- 
: emor Dowey this year. Senator Taft's power- 

V ful organlratlon In congress and his control 
of the southern Republican delegations, and 
Governor Warren's great popularity on the 
west coast. 

V Harold Stassen la out to prove that the 
r proverb about the eariy bird holds good In 
" American politics. Whether he succeeds or 
;■ falls, he Is certain to provide a great deal 
- of Interest, an example serving of food for 
. speculation, and an Instructive experiment 
^ which future candidates will study with

. ^tlal nomination In 1D48, there came a report

Several of Mr. Truman's recent actions 
. Indicate that, he has taken stock of the No- 
vember vote and its Implications, and that he 
WW strive to take the Inltlatlve^way from 
the Republican congress In glvinpttho people 
what they obviously want. 

As a result, Mr. Tnimtm is being spoken of 
In decidedly, less hopelesi or pitying tones

November, 1848, Is a long way. ahead. But 
ItJght now, with the defeated' Democrats ap- ■ 
pMcntly drawing together and the victorious 
Republicans beglning to wrangle over power 
.and privilege, the race shapes up as 
the hottest and doiest I9 decades, with each 
aide strong enough to worry tfie daylights out 
,flf the other.

He la a 
henchman ot Frank Hague. 
Jersey boos, and an Intimate tuclal 
and political companion of most of 
the Influential Judges, public prose- 
cutors and oUier officials of the 
Hague machine In Newark and 
Jersey C|ty. He haa lived In Newark 
for years and Is a member of the 
blggcit social club of Hague politic- 
ians. Ills Influence Is so strong that 
the average hormlcM clllten. drawn 
for Jury duty, might be put In fei 
or ruinous reprlsala of one kind i 
another. Including physical vlo 

Judge Meaney. named to hold the 
trial, la an old, Intimate friend and 
pollUcal protege of Fay's friend. 
Hague. He owes his appointment to 
Hague, on appointment which 
aroused obJecUona In the United 
States senate before he could be 
confirmed. Altogether, the objec- 
tions to Meaney's confirmation were 
such aa to Juillty thn moat atten- 
tive scrutlnv ot hla conduct of the 
Fay, trial It he should fall to dis- 
qualify himself.

In thla casa..tho Judge, the proae- 
cutor and th^ defendant all are 
membera ot a twtorlous pollUcal 
organization. The defendant -Is a 
desperate, ruthless and powerful 
poUUdan who hu been fighting for 
three yean to keep out of prison. 
And he is known to have the sym- 
pathy of a circle ot cynical and 
powerful old gang politicians who 
ssy ihejr feel ha hu been punished 
enough by his worries and the ex- 
pensa of his previous trial In New 
York and the appeals. . 

In New York county, Pay was con. 
vlcWd In the sUte court ot extortion 
and conspiracy, through > ahakedown 
ot contractors who buUt the Dels- 
mtra aqueduct. Thla waa a $300,000.- 
000 Job financed largely by federal 
money. Nothwllh stand Ing this fact 
and UiB obvious Interest of the fed- 
eral government In such extortions, 
adding lo the taxpayera' cost, suc' 
ccaalvc attorneys general hi Woah' 
Ington look no sctlon. He was tried 
In New York by District Attorocy 
Frank 5, Hogsn- who encountered 
political Influence Immediately, and 
aneuvera to bring the case before 
favorable Judge. In the end, oov. 
Tom Dewey settled that by causing 
the stato attorney general to astlgi 
a Judge from up-state. 

Fay and James Bove were convict^ 
ed oiler a trial in which Hogon had 
to contend with the reticence of 
Donlracton who may have been 
.trald ot union trouble on future 
Jobs or may merely have reckoned 
that the extortion coet them nothing, 
ina-tnueh as the expenae of Fay's 
graft and Bove's was passed along 
immon man. As a group, 
the contractora did not distinguish 
themselves u courageous and con- 
Klentlous dtUens, Nor ore they. 

Dove lias given up and gone oft 
to prison to aene his New York term 
but he U still under Indictment In 
federal eouR In New York on a 
charge of tallurt to pay Income taxea 
of I1H,000 on bli share of the ex- 
torted money. He was a vice-pres- 
ident ot the Hod-Corrlers' and Com- 
mon Laborers', union, which, like 
Fay's Operating Engineers, has been 
notoriously Infested with thieving 
gangsters. Recently, the national of- 
tlee of the Hod-Canlera' union an- 
nounced thai It had hired a "public 
relations counstl" to decontaminate 
Its reputation. 

That, however. Is merely a venture 
Into propaganda. The only reforms

Under such contracts, no 
one la compelled to Join a tmloh, 
but those who do Join must main- 
tain membership during the life of 
the contract, or lose their Job. 

Ball's bill also locciricollv would 
prohibit the so-called "ydlow-dog' 
contract, under which employer, 
make ' n on -membership In a union 
a condition ot employment. 

Actually, these contracts already 
are banned under the Norrls-La- 
Ouardla act of 1033.
